I used to know three ¥Yorkvilles in the old days when I 


covered the Upper East Side as a police reporter. Million- 
aire Yorkville, from Fifth to Lexington Aves., gave us front 
page column stories, when a big jewel robbery leaked out 

the Detective Bureau or a bankrupt hopped to his death. 


Poor Man's Yorkville, from Third 
avenue to the river, meant long 
climbs up dark tenement stairs and 
a paragraph or two about the mur- 


freshened up with schoongrs of beer. 

We only knew the surface of the 
great cosmopolitan community that 
runs from Fifty-Ninth to Ninety- 
Sixth streets, between the Park 


and the River. And now as a Daily 
Worker reporter I am finding a 
different and far more interesting | 
Yorkville than any I knew before. 
The millionaires and the slums are 
still there, and the Germans, the 
Irish, the Italians, the Czechs and 
the Hungarians too, but I see them 
differently, and indeed they have 
changed. 
PEOPLE ON THE MOVE 

For this is 1938 when working 
people are getting together. Getting 
together in Yorkville too. For the 
first time in Yorkville’s history the 
folks from many nations on the Up- 
per Bast Side are getting together 
to fight for a better life. You see 
this in many organizations. 

Take a walk with me through 
Old Yorkville and drop in at the 
American Labor Party's new head- 
quarters in the Fourteenth Asem- 
bly District at 1213 First Avenue. 
The A. L. P. took it over from the 
Francis J. McCaffrey Association of 
Tammany Hall. 

Get these names fast as you shake 
hands with the folks sitting around. 
Yes, Marguerite Cuddihy, the secre- 
tary, is as Irish as her name. And 
that German-American there ‘is 
Ernest Knoepfier, the treasurer. 
Here's the life of the party, a Czech, 
Michael Ceresnak of the Social 
Committee, who helps run the club's 
beer parties, movies and dances. 
Meet his committee buddy, Anthony 
Abruzzo from sunny Italian stock. 
This alert woman, who heads the 
Educational Committee is Harriet

Young Schutzer is chairman too 
of the new Yorkville Consumers 
Council that is uniting scores of or- 
ganizations for better homes, cheap- 
er food and more civil liberties. We'll 
meet the new Council as we get on 


with our walk. But now that ve 


are so far up town let's drop in on 
the Labor Temple. Yorkville Labor 
is the core of the new united front 
that is building the new Yorkville. 

Have a beer in the big restaurant 
on the ground floor on Eighty- 
Fourth Street near Third Avenue 
and talk to the old timers. They 
helped lay the bricks with their 
own hands way back in 1897 when 
the big building arose as a fortress 
of unionism. They held the fort 
in the dark open shop days after 
the war and now they clink glasses 
with the young Kellows to the new 
day of Labor’s strength. 

German workers mainly built the 
old temple, but now Czechs, Italians, 
Irish, Hungarians and Polish work- 
er's help crowd the, big building. 
But German-Americans are still the 
heart of Yorkville Labor, and get 
this straight, they don’t like fas- 
cism, these German trade unionists, 
and they never did. 

MOSTLY ANTI-FASCISTS 


You soon find out that most of the 
German workers in Yorkville are 
anti-fascist. I heard that from 
German trade unionists, shop keep- 
ers and from such impartial out- 
side observers as Miss Rosalie Man-

And the 
German Workers Club has bid 
goodby to 30 or more of its mem- 
bers, who went to fight for democ- 
racy in the Spanish Loyalists’ 
trenches. Five club members have 
laid down their lives already. 


NEVER CAME BACK 


Helmuth, the club cook, is one 
of the five.

They boys told me how he 
mowed down the Nazis with a 
baseball bat at the club doors one 
day in December, 1935. Twenty 
uniformed Schutz Staffel men 
made the assault and ten club 
members drove them back.

PHILADELPHIA, March 15. — 
The newly-enacted 2 per cent sales 
tax here, is striking hardest on the 
poor and on the small business men. 

The Central Labor Union of the 
A. F. of L. and the Industrial Union 
Council of the C. I. O. have both 
declared themselves opposed to the 
levy and have called upon their 
members to boycott the tax. 

The large department stores are 
refusing to sell customers who will 
not pay the tax. The customer

The poor are actually suffering 


you purchase articles of a dollar or 
more then the tax is 2 per cent of 
the total. But when you are forced 
to buy taxable articles of from 13 
to 20 cents then you are paying a 
much higher rate.

The total tax on a dollar 
is then a nickle.
